c) a polynucleotide that hybridizes under moderately stringent conditions to the non-coding 
strand of the polynucleotide of (a) or (b); said moderately stringent conditions comprising a final 
wash at 65 degrees C in 2X SSC and 0.1%SDS. 

35. The polypeptide according to claim 34 comprising the amino acid sequence 
selected from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 2, SEQ ID NO: 19, SEQ ID NO: 21 and 




1. TheSubjectMatter of the Claims 

During prosecution of the instant application, the examiner issued a five-way restriction 
requirement. Accordingly, the cancellation of claims 1-33 and the introduction of new claims 
34-35 in the instant amendment reflects the Applicant's election of group I (corresponding to 
canceled claims 1-2).
